WAR BETWEEN CHINA AND 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


The brig Ospray, from St. Helena 


bound to Salem, has put i n t o Charleston 
in distress. 
She reports that "tin- Brit- 


ish East India Company :s Sloop of 
War COOTE,arrived at St Helena. 16th 
September, with despatches for Eng- 
land, announcing that the English Fac- 
tories at Canton had been broken up by 
the Chinese—the servants attached to 
the Factories had their heads taken off

the trees in the Factories torn up, £cc. 
All commerce between the English and 
Chinese ceased after 10th August, and 
the British ships had all left Macoa. 


Should a War between the Emperor of 


China & the King of Great Britain grow 
out of the above sanguinary proceed- 
ings, it may seriously affect the trade of 
this country with China, as the British 
would doubtless blockade the port of 
Canton and cutofFits trade.

The following account of the loss of 


the steamboat Cumberland is communi- 
cated to the editor of the Cincinnati! 
Daily Advertiser by a gentleman of thai 
C i t y who had just arrived from New 
Orleans : 


About the beginning of this month, 


precise day not known, the steamboat 
Cnmhrrland, bound up the Mississippi, 
with between three and four hundred 
emigrants, ran into th? bank in a fojr, 
when she let go her anchor; which not 
holding she drifted on a reef of rocks, 
where she broke to two, and her boil- 
ers slipped out of their heels overboard : 
at the same time the steam pipe burst- 
ed. The Captain's wife and daughter 
were scalded, but not fatally. 
Before 


the boat sunk she drifted six or eight 
miles down the river, which afforded 
an opportunity to the passengers to 
save themselves, with the exception of 
''•from fiue to nine'' who were drowned 
Accounts varied as to the exact num- 
ber.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 1831. 


Since my last communication from 


this quarter, vve have experienced a vi- 
cissitude of evils hardly to be conceiv-1 
ed, or even described. 
On the 2cl of I 


August, during-a violent gale from N 
3L a fire commenced in Pera. (the paVt 
inhabited by the Franks.) and beinjj to 
the westward of the city, its ravages 
did not cease until the whole place was 
laid in ruins ; and so complete has the 
destruction been, that hardly a remnant 
of wood, a foot square, is to he found 
in the whole space formerly occupied 
by the city. 
All the palaces of the Fo- 


reign Ministers, (with the exception of 
the Austrian,) have been destroyed.— 
So rapidly did the conflagration extend, 
lhat the inhabitants had only time l<> 
save themselves in the clothes they had 
on at the time; money, plate, jewels— 
all were destroyed. 
The, number uf 


people thus deprived, in a lew hours, 
of house, home, and all they possessed, 
is variously estimated at from 100,00'') 
to 130,000, and the number of buildings 
from 15 to 20,000—not a vestige re- 
maining but the stone foundations and 
walls of those, entirely built of stone.— 
The poor sufferers in general sought 
refuge, for the first few nights, under 
the trees, and among the iambs, at the 
great Turkish burying ground.

Sultan, with great huinanhy, caused 
bread to be issued lo them, and diu-ct 
ed the soldiers, occupying the lar^e 
barracks near ihc burying ground. 
%vhich are capable of containing 1-1,0."'9 
men, to evacuate them, and the build- 
ings lo be appropriated for ihe suffer- 
ers by the fire.

MURDER. 


It is now long since the public pa- 


pers announced, that a female had been 
apprehended at Bremen on a charge of 
having committed murders of unparal- 
leled atrocity. The slow progress made 
in criminal proceedings there, as is 
common through all Germany, has pre- 
vented her from being brought lo trial 
and sentenced u n t i l lately. Our last pa- 
pers from Europe contain the following 
account of the proceedings in the case 
ot this woman. 


Marguerite Timm received a tolera- 


bly gooti education, her father, a tailor 
at Brenham, lived in e.-.sy circumstan 
ces. 
lu 1SOS, at the age of 20 years, 


she married one Mt-tlemberg, a saddler, 
who also possessed some properly Sev- 
en children uere the fruit of this mar- 
riage; three of them survived their fath- 
er, at whose decease the widow found 
herself in possession of an ample for 
tune. 
In 1815. in the space of a few 


months after the decease of her hus- 
band, death also carried off her moth- 
er and her three remaining children 
The following year her only brother al- 
so died, on his return home after a long 
absence, and when the property of the 
father was about to be divided. 


In 1817 the widow entered info a sec- 


ond marriage with a Mr. Gottfried, 
ivitb whom she, by her own confession, 
had carried on an illicit intercourse du- 
ring the life of her first husband. Some 
days after the marriage. Gottfried died 
suddenly. 
Six years elapsed, and sin- 


was on the point of marrying a Mr. 
Zimmerman, when he was attacked b} 
a severe illness, and died. In 1826, the 
widow sold her house to a Mr. Rump!, 
a cartwrighl, retaining, however, one 
apartment in it, for her own use. Some 
months expired, and the wife of Runipl 
died in childbed, when ihe widow Gott- 
fried took chaige of the household of 
Rnmpf 
He was attacked from lime 


to time \\ith violent vomitings. 
On 


ihe 6th March, 18J8. ht-perceived thai 
a piece of bacon which hail been cooked 
by the widow Gottfried, was covered 
with some strange substance. 
He cau- 


sed it to be examined by his physician, 
who iinmedialelr declared that there 
was a large quantity of arsenic 013 it. 
On information given by the physician, 
the widow Gottfried was appi'ehrndrd. 


The police then rccrh«'d consider,i- 


ble information from different persons. 


widow of the late Michael Christopher 
Gottfried, accused of poisoning and of 
other crimes, the Court declares the 
widow Gottfried, (who has 
besides 


committed sundry thefts, acts of swind- 
ling and perjury, as well as attempted 
to cause abortion,) convicted and guil- 
ty— 


1st. Of having assassinated, by means 


of poison, her father and mother, her 
three children, herfirst and second hus- 
band, her brother, her betrothed Paul 
Thomas Zimmerman. Mrs. Anne Lou- 
isa Meyerholz, Mrs John Mosees, the 
wife of the carlwright, John Christo- 
pher R u m pi', the wife of the cooper, 
Frederick Schmidt, and lastly, the wife 
of the locksmith. Frederick Kleine, at 
Hanover; as also, of having besides 
caused the death by poison of Miss E- 
liza Schmidt, daughter of the said Fred- 
erick Schmidt, which last act however 
was not premeditated. 


2d. Of having administered poison 


to the said John Christopher Runipf, at 
diverse times, with the intention of kill- 
ing him. after having by the same 
means destroyed his health. 


3d. Of having administered poison 


to a great number of other individuals, 
w i t h premeditation, but without inten- 
tion to kill them, though it proved ex- 
tremely pernicious to the health of 
those individuals. 


In consequence, and conformably to 


ibe 130th article of the criminal code, 
the court condemns the widow Gott- 
fried for the crimes she has committed; 
and as a useful warning to those who 
might be tempted to imitate her, to 
have her head cut off with the sword, 
dtid that the expenses of trial, judgment 
and execution, shall be defrayed from 
the property of the condemned person. 


The execution of the widow Gott- 


fried took place on the 21st of April, 
18.31, on the Cathedral square, at Bre- 
men 
The Protestant clergyman who 


had attended her during her imprison- 
ment, only"-quitted her at the last mo- 
ment. 
Her hair was cut off, and she 


was then clad in a white under dress, 
decorated with black ribbons 
A white 


cap, with the same colored ribbons, 
was placed on her head. 
She showed 


the utmost resignation, and entered the 
fatal carl, which passed through a num- 
ber of streets, with the greatest cool- 
ness ; but when she reached the foot of 
ihe scaffold, she had hardly strength to 
descend from the cart. 
An officer of 


jus'ice here again read her sentence, & 
she was then placed in an arm-chair 
and tied. 
She begged the. executioner 


to cause her as little suffering as possi- 
ble. 
He performed his office, and at 


one single blow separated her head 
from her body. 
There were more than 


35.000 spectators to witness the execu- 
tion.
